ORIGIN  OF  NAME 

i,  " 

(Taken  from  a  history  compiled  by  Archie  Budd  of  Philadelphia  which 
was  loaned  to  the  author  of  this  booklet  by  Edna  Budd,  widow  of 
Merritt  Budd.  ) 

The  name  BUDD  has  a  very  ancient  origin  -  statistical  facts  and 
definitions  of  English  from  translations  prove  the  name  has  origin 
from  "bud"  to  increase  into  beauty  and  fragrance,  and  grow  into  good 
fruit  and  fruitfulness,  as  "buds", must  have  existed  in  the  Garden  of 
Eden,  to  bring  forth  fruit.  The  fruit  thus  grown  and  eaten  by  Adam  and 
Eve  gives  the  combinations  of  the  name  of  a  force  which  has  ever 
influenced  the  race  of  Adam  from  the  beginning. 

The  origin  of  the  Budd  family  is  to  be  found  among  those  wandering 
tribes  of  Asia  known  during  the  ancient  world  as  BUDA.  There  were 
many  variations  of  names  from  this  original  root  and  stem  to  be  found 
in  many  countries  of  Europe.  The  tribes  of  Buda  appear  to  have  wandered 
over  Western  Russia  during  the  first  centuries  of  the  Christian  era,  and 
probably  passed  into  Europe  following  the  Huns  during  the  fifth  century,

The  records  of  these  Asiatic  peoples  show  that  the  syllable  names 
of  RYE,  RT,  RE,  BU,  BUDA,  BUCHA  and  BUCHAN  are  always  associated 
together. 

Following  the  battle  of  Chalons  about  541  A.  D.  a  division  of  these 
Asiatic  tribes  seems  to  have  settled  in  France  in  districts  along  the  coast 
of  what  is  now  Brittany  and  Normandy,  founding  small  towns  along  the 
bays  and  rivers  and  on  the  island  of  RE  near  the  coast  of  France. 

They  crossed  the  Channel  to  the  southern  coast  of  England,  occupy¬ 
ing  the  town  of  Rye  in  Sussex.  Others  lived  on  the  banks  of  the  River  Wye. 
Also  the  island  of  BUTE,  called  BUDI1  near  Scotland  was  occupied  by 
these  tribes  according  to  early  writings  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  centuries. 
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The  northmen  first  appeared  on  the  coast  of  Germany  and  France 
about  900  A.  D.  Normandy  was  ceded  to  them  in  911  A.  D.  and  the 
English  conquest  took  place  in  1066  A.  D. 

In  1263  at  the  battle  of  LARGS,  English  and  Scottish^roops  defeated 
the  Danes  and  Norwegians  and  all  the  western  islands  including  Bute 
returned  to  Scottish  rule. 

BUDD  was  stationed  on  Bute  after  the  battle  of  Largs  for  guard 
duty  and  to  renew  the  Rye-Buda  stock. 

In  northeastern  Ireland,  BUDD  was  established  with  coastal  districts 
probably  Antrim. 

In  England  they  joined  the  faction  of  the  House  of  Lancaster  marrying 
into  families  of  that  party,  including  the  Navilles,  Browns  and  Montagues. 
During  the  War  of  the  Roses,  the  town  of  Rye  was  burned  and  all  the  recor 
destroyed.  The  next  records  appeared  about  1650  and  the  Budd  family  of 
Burlington  County,  New  Jersey  is  one  of  the  Budd  lines  coming  from  the 
old  house  of  TUDOR-BUDD  of  Rye  which  existed  in  the  13th  century  before 
the  destruction  of  Rye  and  all  of  its  records.  However,  Mr.  Edward  H. 
Lum,  Secretary  of  the  New  Jersey  Geneological  Society,  in  his  writings, 
records  Budds  in  the  15th  century.

England,  and  was  appointed  Vicar  of  Martock  June  4,  1651. 

Rev.  Budd  renounced  his  benefice  and  separated  himself  from 
the  established  church.  He  became  a  Minister  to  the  Quakers 
about  1657.  In  1 66 1  he  was  called  upon  by  the  authorities  to 
take  the  "Oath  of  Obedience"  prescribed  by  the  Statute  1st 
JAMES  I,  passed  "for  the  better  discovering  of  Papist  recusants". 
He  declared  that  he  was  willing  to  affirm,  but  to  take  an  oath  was 
contrary  to  his  religious  principles.  He  was  arrested,  convicted, 
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and  receiving  the  sentence  of  Praemunire,  was  sent  to 
Ilchester  Jail  where  he  remained  9  years  or  until  his 
death,  June  22,  1670  (See  Besse's  Suffering  of  The

GIBBY  GENEALOGY 


ORIGIN  OF  NAME 


The  origin  of  the  name  is  not  definitely  determined.  Just  after  the 
fifth  crusade,  some  people,  bearing  the  name  of  GUIBE,  settled  in 
Bretagne,  France.  The  Flemish  and  the  Normans  colonized  in 
Pembrokeshire,  Wales  at  different  times.  There  is  evidence  of  two 
brothers,  John  and  Thomas  GIBBE,  living  in  Devonshire  and  Warwickshire, 
England  in  the  14th  century.  There  is  another  theory  that  the  name  is  the 
true  Welsh  name  GYBI.  There  are  two  villages  of  Llangybi  in  Wales. 

If  the  many  spellings  of  the  name  are  to  be  accepted  as  coming  from 
the  same  source,  there  are  many  famous  men  of  the  Gibby  name.  Moreri 
says  that  Robert  de  Guibe  was  made  Archbishop  of  Nantes,  France  in  1506. 
He  was  sent  to  Rome  by  Louis  XII  and  was  created  cardinal.  In  England, 
the  Physician  to  Queen  Henrietta  Maria  in  16  30,  was  William  Gibbes.  The 
Right  Honorable  Michael  Gibbs  was  Lord  Ma}ror  of  London  in  1839.  Robert 
Gibbes,  Governor  of  South  Carolina  in  171 0/ 11,  is  a  direct  descendent  of 
John  Gibbe  of  Deveonshire,  mentioned  above.  His  descendents  changed  the 
spelling  of  the  name  from  Gibbe  to  Gibbes. 

A  tale  has  come  down  by  word  of  mouth,  that  John  Gibby' s  fattier  was 
a  deGibbe  born  in  France.  Several  of  the  family  were  imprisoned  in  the 
French  Revolution,  tunneled  out  and  made  good  their  escape  from  France. 
They  then  changed  the  name  to  GIBBY.  This  information  has  not  been 
confirmed  but  it  is  possible. 

The  first  definite  knowledge  is  that  a  man  with  the  surname  of  Gibby 
married  Sarah  Bailey  and  they  had  three  sons  born  in  Ireland.  John  was 
born  in  1778,  Samuel  in  1787  and  Thomas  in  1789.  Samuel  and  Thomas 
were  born  in  Gray  Abbey,  County  Down,  Northern  Ireland.  Sarah  Bailey 
Gibby  died  in  1808  in  Ballsbridge,  a  suburb  of  Dublin,  Ireland.  Nothing 
has  yet  been  found  of  her  husband.
